Daftnesses 
told the court he fled from his bed 
five days after the accident and got on 
a ferryboat, from which he jumped 
in an attem pt to end his life. He was J 
rescued by two men in a motorboat! 
and taken to the Philadelphia H ospi-1 
tai. 
He was released on parole from I 
the hospital last February. 
Lorner’s attorney told the judge 
the youth is incurably insane.
